He suggested that they 
x” with him to the city hall, where 
they could have a warm place to sleep 
until morning, and they seemed to as- 
sent. 

One Starts to Run. 

Simmeral started’ to walk with the 
men to the city hall. They had .gone 
half & vlock, when one of them started 
to run. Simmeral, thinking that the 
man had done something for which he 
feared arrest, started after. him. The 
cther three opened fire on him, and he 
fell with three bullets In his back. One 
entered very close to the spine, one! 
under the right. shoulder blade and one 
in the right hip. 

It is feared that the bullet, which en- 
tered near the spine, will cause paralysis 
and also that it may have penetrated 
one of his lungs. An attempt will be 
made to locate the bullet by X-ray.

danger of infection and retards their 
improvement.”’ . 

Anderson Said that the danger from 
fire under present conditions is not so 
great as to result in the actual loss of 
life, in his opinion, because by using 
only the lower floor the patients could 
be removed quickly. 

“The greatest problem now facing us 
is what to do with the sick persons in 
ease of a fire,’’ he said. “If they were 
taken from the building we could hardly 
find a place to take them. Unless 
they were isolated, the contagious di- 
seases would quickly spread and might 
result in a dangerous epidemic.” 

The method of providing food for 
the patients is crude and very unsatis- 
factory, Anderson declared. The food 
is cooked in the Infirmary kitchen and 
has to be carried almost two blocks 
to the infectious disease institution. The 
rnurses go to the infirmary for their 
meals. Anderson said the food is served 
Warm, but the equipment is defective

State Representative Michael K. Mc-

municipal primary election bill would 
be passed by the Legislature in time to 
become operative for the spring pri- 
maries in St. Louis. 

He discussed the features of the bill 
to which objection has been raised, and 
said that if there were any vital defects 
in the bill they could be corrected be- 
fore the measure was passed. 

“T observed’ that the Post-Dispatch 
criticised the feature of the bill re- 
quiring voters to.take oath to support 
the ticket of the party they supported 
in the primary election,” said Repre- 
sentative McGrath. ‘‘Now that provi- 
gion is in the state primary law, and I 
think it ought to be in the city primary 
law. Of course it is seldom used. I 
do not recall that it was used a single 
time at the last state primary. 

“Tite object of the provision is to pre- 
vent ‘Waters of one party from support- 
ing chintlidates of another party in the 
primary, when it is well known that 
they do not intend to support the suc- 
cessful candidates of that party at the 
general election.

“As the city primary is merely sub- 
sidiary to the municipal election, I 
thought it would be well to reduce 
the penalty for violation of the law 
from a felony to a misdemeanor.

name of St. Louis County to Grant! 
County. One reason for the proposed 
change is that it will prevent confusion 
in the delivery of mails and in the 
court records of the county, according 
to McGrath and those who favor the 
bill. 

The name of Grant County is pro- 
posed in honor of Gen. U. S. Grant, 
who once lived in St. Louls County and 
whose old farm now is a subject of his- 
torical interest. 

Residents of St. Louis County freely 
discussed the proposed change Tues- 
day, and opponents. of the bill seemed 
to be in the majority. Of 39 residents 
questioned Tuesday by a Post-Dispatch 
reporter, only three were in favor of 
the change in name. 

Some of the expressions follow: 

G. A. Wurdeman, Judge of the Cir- 
cuit Court: I approve the change. It 
would do away with much of the con- 
fusion that now exists. The larger 
part of the people do not know that the 
county and eity are two: distinct units. 
The principal reason for the change is 
that our mail frequently is held up be- 
cause of confusion in address. The 
name of Grant is agreeable to me, as 
he was our foremost resident. 

United States District Attorney 
Charles A. Houts, Webster, Mo.: I am 
inclined to favor the change because 
of the confusion between the city and 


of Grant County would sound good to 
me. 

Wilfred Jones, City Attorney of 

Maplewood: I think the change should 
be made, not only to do away with 
existing confusion, but to do honor to 
the name of Gen. U. S. Grant for whom 
our county has done so little. 
James E. Herreford, Ferguson: I 
oppose the proposed change in name, 
Historically and geographically we be- 
long to St. Louis. The entire record of 
the county prior to 1878 is in St. Louis. 
Arthur V. Lashly, Prosecuting At- 
torney,' Clayton: We would lose our 
identity if the change be made.

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Two More Solid Steel Trains on the 


Wabash, 

Announcement was made Tuesday 
that the, Wabash Railroad, beginning 
Jan. 21, will.put in service two solid 
steél trains “bétween’ St. Louis and 
Detroit. These two make the sixth 
solid steel train added to the Wabash 
system since, the first.of:the year. 
The St. Louis-Détroit trains’are made 
up .of five oars, mail, combination 
baggage and. smoker, coach, sleeper 
and. cafe-observation cars, all bril- 
liantly lighted by.electricity. 

The mail caf is.the first steel car 
for. that purpose. built. on plans 
agreed to by the railroads and the 
United States Government. It is 60 
feet long and weighs 125,000 pounds, 
30,000 pounds heavier than the old 
type of mail car.

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PRESERVATION OF BIRD LIFE. 
John Burroughs and Ernest Thomp- 
son Seton, the world’s most widely 
known naturalists, have issued the fol- 
lowing joint appeal to the school chil- 
dren of America: 

“An urgent appeal we make to you in 
behalf of our native birds, many species 
of which are i ndanger of extermination. 
To you is now given the opportunity to 
render ®substantial help toward their 
preservation. A measure is now before 
Congress, the purpose of which is to 
place all migratory birds under the pro-. 
tection of the Federal Government. Such 
a law is greatly needed. If it is not 
passed our birds will continue to de- 
crease—to the great and everlasting dis- 
advantage and shame of the American 
people. The destruction of bird life is 
costing American farmers millions of 
dollars annually through the constantly 
increasing devastation of harmful in- 
sects upon which the birds feed. Buta 
greater loss their slaughter is, bringing 
to all who love God’s great out-of-doors. 

“The measure now before Congress is 
nonpartisan and nonpolitical. It should 
have the hearty indorsement of all pa- 
triotic and nature-loving Americans. But 
it is in danger of being lost in the great 
mass of less important legislation now 
pending in Congress. 

‘We therefore appeal to the school 
children of America to help in this vi- 
tally inportant matter. We ask you 
to get your parents, teachers and friends

OF VOLCANO COLIMA 


Loss of Life Believed to Have 
Occurred—Dust Reaches Gua- 
dalajara, 100 Miles Away. 


By Associated Press. 
GUADALAJARA, Mexico, Jan. 21.—The 


volcano of Colima broke into -violent 
eruption last night. 

Thousands of persons are fleeing 
from the villages and ranches in the 
vicinity. It is believed that there has 
been some loss of life in _ remoter 


settlements. 

Hundreds of refugees arrived in this 
city today on a train of box cars picked 
up on a siding at a nearby village. They 
had found it necessary to shdvel away 
a quantity of volcanic sand before they 
were able to move the cars, and for 
many miles along the way here the 
train had to be stopped frequently to 
clear the track of debris. 

Very little lava was ejected from the 
crater, which, however, emitted vast 
quantities of smoke and sand, while 
suffocating gases formed an unusual 
feature of the eruption. 

The activity of the volcano decreased 
during the night, but volcanic dust is 
now settling on the house roofs and the 
streets of this city. 

The railroad station agent at Zapo- 
titlic abandoned his post during the 


night and reports that volcanic sand} 


covered the tracks in places to a depth 


of several feet.

PARIS, Jan. 21.—‘‘Cold light” is a new 
invention, which, it 1s predicted, will 
revolutionize all forms of illumination. 

Prof: Branly recently informed the 
Academy of Sciences of this discovery, 
giving the credit of it to his former 
pupil, Prof. Dussaud. Yesterday, before 
a distinguished company of Ambassa- 
dors, academicians, and the French 
aristocracy, Prof. Dussaud gave a dem- 
onstration of his invention. It is based 
on the principle of the repose of mat- 
ter, the theory being that, like animal 
organisms, matter needs rest or mole- 
cular equilibrium. It is known that if 
one pair of shoes is worn eonstantly by 
the average person it will last four 
months, but that two pairs of shoes. 
worn alternately, will last not eight, but 
sixteen months. 

Prof. Deussaud has constructed an 
electric lamp, in which the light is con- 
centrated on a single point by fila- 
ments working successively; thence the 
light is projected through a lens magni- 
fying a thousand-fold. Thus he has suc. 
ceeded in concentrating a two-thousand 
candle power light on one point end in 
‘passing 32 volts into an eight volt 
lamp, which with the ordinary light 


would burst. 
Experiments with this lamp have es- 


‘tablished that the new light is absolute- 


‘ly without danger, as no heat is given 





off and it requires a hundred times less }’ 


-urrent than the ordinary lamp. It can 
be worked by a tiny battery, or suf- 
ficient motive power can be obtaine’l 
"rom a jet of water from an ordinary 
faucet, or even a squirrel turning a 
cage. 

The new light contains the ultra vio- 
let rays, requiring 100 times léss elec- 
tricity, and, with an inexpensive appar. 
atus, can be used for moving pictures in 
schools, eliminating danger. 

Photographers e expected to aban- 
don magnesium,“Tor a ‘‘cold’’ light at- 
tachment on a camera gives results 
with an exposure of one-fourth of the 
time needed for magnesium. 

This invention will be especially val- 
uable for lighthouses, submarines and 
aerial navigation. 

Prof. Dussaud has placed his discov- 
ery at the disposal of the War Ministry, 
whose experiments at the Biarritz light- 
house were conclusive. Dussaud paid a 
tribute to his master, -Branly, as the 
first discoverer of the principle of wire- 
less. telegraphy, which, he said, after- 


ward was put to practical use’ by Mar-
